One hunderd and eighty-two vessels 
were certified to. Of this number 116 were disinfected, and 66 pre- 
viously disinfected were certified to as having observed the required 
precautions. The work is progressing satisfactorily. 

Report from Los Angeles, Gal. — Work of sanitation and rat 

destruction. 

Surgeon Brooks reports, November 12 : 

The following is a summary of the work of sanitation and rat de- 
struction performed in the two weeks ended November 7. 

Total for two weeks ended November 7 : 

Inspections by physicians, 943 ; inspections by sanitary inspectors, 
7,600; inspections by assistant sanitary inspectors, 23,419; vacant 
places cleaned, 586 ; occupied places cleaned, 1,071 ; alleys cleaned, 4 ; 
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number loads dumped, 1,026; number loads burned, 412; number 
places where poison was used, 1,665; number traps used, 1,283; num- 
ber rats caught, 2,957 ; number buildings destroyed, 2. 

The poison used is a mixture of equal parts of plaster of Paris and 
corn meal. Very few rats are found dead. There has been no sys- 
tematic work in performing autopsies on rats, merely a careful inspec- 
tion for anything suspicious. 

Report from Seattle, Wash. — No further cases of plague. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Cof er reports : 

Novemebr 15. No case of plague has occurred since October 30. 
To October 30, there were 2 cases; in addition, 1 rat found infected 
with plague.

Colorado. — Month of September, 1907. Estimated population, 
615,570. Keports to the State board of health show as follows: 
Diphtheria, 84 cases, 19 deaths; enteric fever, 656 cases, 74 deaths; 
scarlet fever, 173 cases, 7 deaths: smallpox, 9 cases and no deaths. 
Total number of deaths from all causes, 933. 

Illinois — Quincy. — Month of October, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 43,000. Total number of deaths, 41, including diphtheria 3, 
and 4 from tuberculosis. Cases : Diphtheria 36, enteric fever 2, and 
smallpox 1. 

Indiana. — Month of September, 1907. Estimated population, 
2,648,594. Total number of deaths, 2,751, corresponding to an 
annual death rate of 14.8 per 1,000 of population, including 32 from 
diphtheria, 133 from enteric fever, 1 from measles, 2 from scarlet 
fever, 8 from whooping cough, and 325 from tuberculosis. 

Morbidity: Diphtheria, 166 cases in 36 counties; enteric fever, 642 
cases in 76 counties ; smallpox, 23 cases in 7 counties. 

Minnesota. — Month of September, 1907. Estimated population, 
1,979,658. Eeports to the State board of health show as follows: 
Total number of deaths, 1,268, including diphtheria 27, enteric fever 
24, measles 2, scarlet fever 3, whooping cough 10, and 120 from tuber- 
culosis. Deaths reported from State institutions during the month 
numbered 19, including 1 from tuberculosis. 

St. Paul. — Month of September, 1907. Estimated population, 
210,000. Total number of deaths reported to the department of 
health, 169, including diphtheria 5, enteric fever 2, scarlet fever 1, 
whooping cough 3, and 24 from tuberculosis. Cases : Diphtheria 50, 
scarlet fever 7, and smallpox 4.
